The team had no returning starters and only two let ter men. junior Leon Artis and senior Mervis Knight The rest 
of the team was made up of players with very little game experience and that lack of experience showed 
throughout the season as the Raiders lost some close ballgames 

Of the seventeen losses, ten were by seven or less points "Sixteen of our games went into the final two minutes 
or less with either team having the chance to win, but our inexperience and lack of togetherness hurt us.' noted 
Coach Y'oung
